Trabajo, discussed: the Conference and its purposes;~ It stated that the 
original agenda was (a) coordination of action to overthrow Trujillo, Somoza, 
Gai.vez and the miljtary juntas of Venezuela and El Salvador; (b) conversion 
of Costa Rica into a Central American theater of: operations with Jose Pigueres 
overthrowing Ulate, declaring war on Nicaragua, and leading combined armies 

in the "liberating action of the Caribbean"; and (c) shipment of hidden 
planes and arms from Cuba to Costa Rica. Trabajo commented that, while it 
held no sympathy fcr the dictators, it feared that this "fight of liberation" 
would not only lead to a great Central American tragedy but would occasion 
Arerican occupation. It would give the U. S. Army a chance to "restore order" 
in the zone adjadent to the canal, This led the Party to the suspicion that 
the United States Department of State was involved in the Conference since 
Cuban President Carlos Prio, Komulo Betancourt and Figueres are very friendly 
With Yankee diplomacy, Trabajo added that such adventures only serve the 
interests of Yankee imperialism and of the landholders and reactionary 
capitalists. The Party will continue to inspire revolutionary action by 

the masses to overthrow the dictatorships and their principal support, Yankee 
imperialism. 
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
